WAsiii.s-aro.v, Dec 2i»,— Tho lucnber 
and other interoata which might be af- 
fected by reciprocity trealiea are watch- 
ing closely through their repreaeuta- 
tivBB hero all that concerns their in- 
terests. The principal repreaentative of 
the lumbermen is Mr. Theophilus 
Tunis, chairman of the execulivo com- 
mittee of the National Lumbermen's 
Aaaociation. Ha haa had aeveral inter- 
views with Mr. KasBon, who is in charge 
of reciprocity negotiations for the state 
department, and hae received a letter 
from him announcing the success of 
elforla to prevent the Argentine 
Kepublii; striking a blow at American 
piuea. In hie letter 3Ir. Kaason aaya 
that an official cable from Mr, Buchanan, 
L'.S, minister at Buenos Ayres, brings 
the information that the Argentine 
chamber of deputiea have declined the 
proposal for an increased duty on yellow 
pine, leaving the preaeut rate in force. 
The bill Bwttita further action of the 
other chamber, 

Mr. Tunis iiaa also been informed that 
a cablegram from the United States min- 
ialer at Kio announces that the Brazilian 
government will remove the discrimin- 
ating exactions against American ship- 
owners, which should result in the re- 
sumption of the flour trade with that 
port. He is of the opinion that the dis- 
oriniiiiating elauaos of the Dingloy bill 
caused these decifiiona of Brazil and 
Argentine. , 

Tiio lumbermen are now chiefly ap- 
preheneive that ttieir product may have 
to bear the brunt ol the Canadian reci- 
[irocity negolialionB, and Mr. Tunis to- 
day authorized the following interview 
on thia ptiaae of the reciprocity prob- 
lem : '' It ia evident the aduiiiiiatratiou 
ia bent ou a treaty with Canada under 
section 1 of the Dingley bill, Aa chair- 
man of the executive committee of the 
National Lambermen'e Convention, 
[ have said to Commiaaioner 
Kaaaon, what we eaid to the last 
congresB, that the great interest we 
repreeent, employing more than (100,000 
worbingmen, and directly supporting a 
i;opulalion of more than 3, 000, COO of peo- 
ple, aek for no apecial i)rivilege. While 
tliey are willing lo j)ay a duly for other 
manutactured goods cijiial to -10 to .30 per 
cent, of their value, lliey only ask for 
their own leea than 20 per cent. Aa they 
then said, they are uiiwilliug to be aing- 
letloutolall the oilier manufacluriiig 
industrie.s of Ihie country to test the 
theories of free trade. 

" TlicY are now unwilling to be under- 
stood aa oripoaing any policy of the gov- 
ernment looking to the extenaiou of our 
(•xpr)rt trade, and will cheerfully go as 
far iu the conauminatiou of that policy 
aa will ariy other interest; but are uu- 
alterably oppoaed to ahariug with coal 
and tiih the burden of a policy which 
the great masEea of our people are utterly 
<ndliter»nt to, but which is urged on the 
administration by a few Americans inter- 
HHted in the eeal tisheriee and a fewother 
Ainoricui citizena who are ownera of 
Gmuidinn foreats. As a matter of jirin- 
ciple, policy and busineas, tho average 
Aiueiican atudent of every-day affairs 
can see no more reason, juatice or de- 
mand for reciprocity with Canada than 
willi her imperial mother, our best cus- 
tomera for our wheal, corn, hay, cotton, 
lumber, etc. , all of which aha buys not 
on any sentimental Kroimde, but simply 
because she wants them. 

'• The danger to our interest lies iu re- 
ciprocity with nationa located in tho 
saniH temperate zone as our own and of 
whose products we are entirely inde- 
pendent. The case may be different in 
the countries in the trtBico, producing 
things which we need and which cannot 
be produced at home. 

" liupresentatives and senators from 
the South, regardlesHof politics, realize 
that a reduction in the duly on white 
pine would be as harmful to them 
and their conatituents aa it ia to 
white pine, hemlock and spruce inter- 
esta in Michigan, Wiacnusin, Minneaota, 
New luigland and the Pacilic Coaat, and 
in view of the hearty approval given by 
their constituenta to their votea in favor 
of raising the duty on white pine to ^2, 
will oppose this article being singled out 
for lower duties in Caiindian reciprocity 
negotiations."

LosooN, Dec. 30,— According to a 
epeclal despatch from Shanghai, the 
British admiralty has reqaisitioned the 
three EmpreaB BteamsbipB belonging to 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Gonapany. 

Los DON, Dec. 30.— A despatch to the 
Morning Post fromParia Bays that nego- 

tintiona have been proceeding in tliat 
city between IrepreaentiUives of lluBBia 
and France to raise a loan of $30,000,000 
for the purpose of paying the indemnity 
due from China to Japan, and tliua ee- 
caring the Japanese evacuation of Wei- 
baiwei. 

France was determined that a Frencli 
bank ahonldliead tlie loan, while Russia 
demanded that the liueBo-Chineeo bank 
Bliould do BO. Tlio didiculty resulted in 
the breaking oil' of the negotiations and 
a coolness between the negotiators. 
The obvious object of the loan was 
to enable Kussia to occupy Weihaiwei 

Pahis, I)ec.2i). — The French press is 
beginning to protest loudly against 
French inaction in the Far East and the 
alleged BubaerTiency of the government 
to BuBBia. 

SirASGn.vi. Deo. 29.— It is reported 
here that the admiral of the French fleet 
has hoisted the French flag on Hainan 
island, betvreen the China sea and the 

Gulf of Tonquin. The Chinese ofl'ered 
no opposition. 

London, Dec. 30. — A despatch to the 
Daily Mail from Singapore confirms tlie 
report of the eeizure of Hainan island by 
the French.

Bussia's Agreement With Korea 
ileuaciug the Interests of Great 
Britain and Japan. 



Stiimlatiou That for All Time No 
Foreigner Save a Uussiau Shall 
Control Korean Finances. 



The agreement between liuasia and 
Korea, which ia the cause of tho present 
threatening attitude of the fleets of 
Japan and Great Britain, was signed on 
the 5tb of November, and reanlted in 
the immediate dismissal of Mr, McLeavy 
Brown, a British subject who for many 
years and with singular ability has ad 
ministered the- financea of Korea. The 
text of this agreement waa received in 
the mails yesterday and ia as follows : 

"According to the request which waa 
made by Hia Imperial Korean Majesty 
through hia envoy extraordinary and 
miuiater plenipotentiary, Min Vuug 
whan, the imi>erial Russian iiovernmoiit 
has sent to Ivorea Kuril Alexeitff 
councillor of state and an experienced 
tinancier, to superintend tho Hnancial 
and customs administrations of the Kor 
ean government. Ttiereforo the Korean 
minister of foreign aflaira, Clio Pyengaik, 
and the Russian charge d'affaires, A, De 
Speyer, representing their respective 
governmentB, Sign the following agree- 
menia as the conditiona upon which 
Kuril Alexeieff ahall act aa financial 
manager for the Korean government: 

" Article I. Said Alexeieff ahall be 
chief adviser and chief superintendent 
of cue tome, 

"Article II. Said .Vlexeiefl" shall re- 
ceive from the Korean government three 
thousand yen per annum as chief adviser 
to the finance department, 

" .Vrticle III. The duties of the chief 
adviser ahall be: (1) to make estimates 
of tlie income and to prepare a budget for 
the following year, and he must consult 
the minister of finance in all these 
matters; (°J) be Shall receive from all 
the revenue offlcials of the Korean gov- 
ernment the revenues of the govern 
ment and keep them in safe custody and 
expend them advantageously ; (3) he shall 
pay out from the revenues of the goV' 
ernment the neceaaary funds for the 
government expenses as stated in the 
annual budget; (1) he must exercise 
great care aud economy in the expendi 
turea ; i5) he ia recjuired to prepare i 
monthly sheet of account comparing the 
receipts with the expeiiditurea for each 
month according to budget heiilings; 
(6) he will 6u;,'geBt to tho Korean gov- 
ernment the plana for making new loans 
or paying the old debts ; (7) he ahall CJii 
trol and supervise all matters reiiitin,' to 
Korean liuanoe. 

".Anieie IV, the ofUciala of t be goveri - 
tiient departments or other i.iliiu-a iiiusl 
aduiiiiiHLer the linancial malleis of iheir 
respective depiirtnients or ofiicea acconl- 
ii g to Itie advice and inatruclionH ot the 
chief adviser, and theee otliciala may 
assist the chief adviser by informing him 
of the beet melhoda by which the details 
of any regulations may be altered or any 
other way in which they may give as- 
sistance. 

" .\rticle V. The chief adviser of the 
finance de|)artment shall recommend to 
the Korean government a person who 
shall be the chief commissioner of cua- 
toiiis in ])lace of the present incumbent. 
The chief coiiiiiussioner of caat(jm8 ahall 
report to the chief adviser of the linaiice 
dep.irtruenl all accDiiiita ol hia uflice; and 
in case he cuiisidera certain euma of 
money be net'ded for expenditure, he re- 
ports it to the chief adviser, who in turn 
eubmits it lo the Korean government. 

".\rlicle YI. The duties of chief com- 
miaaionerof customs shall be more clear- 
ly staled in a separate contract which 
the Koreau government shall conclude 
with the new appointee. 

"Article VII. Whenever the chief 
adviser be away from his post on leave 
of absence, he must carefully select some 
one who will perform the dutiea of chief 
adviser during hia absence. In tiiatcaso 
the acting chief adviser must obtain the 
(ronseiit of the U'lvernnienta of Uuasia 
and Korea before lie c^an Uiku I'bargo of 
the duties of the (illice. Tin* chief ad- 
viser cannot t;i) liuiiie without, having 
his successor duly installed in oHice. 

".\rticle \'1II. The friendly relations 
between the two countries iasucli that it 
is not neceasary to decide the limit of 
the duration of thia agreement, therefore 
thie agreement holds good indefinitelv. 
But whenever Korea baa among her own 
people one wlioeo hnancial ability is 
competent to lill the chief adviser's 
position then saidc hief adviser may be 
released from his post, after the two 
governments have come to an agreement 
on the subject, Except Korean or Rus- 
sian, no one ot any other nationality 
shall be employed. This agreement 
shall terminate at r.ny time by common 
consent of both governments.

" \. Ill-; Si'icYicR, 
Charge (i'Afl'airea ol Russia." 

Tho finances of Korea were tbua 
placetl entirely in tho baiida of Rusaia. 
Ab the training of tho army had for 
some time been in the liands of Russian 
oflicera. there remained nothiiur more to 
make Korea a dependent of Ruaaia. 
Mr, Alexeieff at once took over the 
charge of the finance department and no 
notice whatever was thereafter taken of 
orders sent by Mr. Brown, who was or- 
dered by the minister of finance to give 
up the keys of the treaeury box. On 
his refusal tba box was forcibly broken 
upen and all the money abstracted, and 
his Majestv was reported to bo holding 
high carnival in cucsequence.

WAaiii.NGTo.N, Dec, 29,— After lunching 
at the Embassy to-day, Mr. Sifton, ac- 
companied by his aaaistant secretary 

Meiklejohn, called upon Attorney-Gen- 
eral McKenna and Secretary ol the 
Treaeury Gage. The viaita were simply 
out of courtesy, but trie question of get- 
ting auppliea into the Klondyke waadia- 
cussed. Mr, bifton, in a general way, 
expressed the opinion that the Canadian 
government would be glad to render any 
aid in its powerto the government in get- 
ting a relief expedition into tho Klon- 
dyke; but expressed the opinion to both 
Mr, McKenna and Mr. Gage that there 
waa no gieat suH'ering among the 
minera in the vicinity of Dawson City 
for lack of food. This opinion he ex- 
pressed upon tbe information in poasea- 
sion of the Canadian government. He 
did think, however, that there might be 
severe guffeiiog from tbe excessive cold, 
as a large proportion of those who rush- 
ed into the region laat sommer were 
unacclimatcd , 

Moreover, Mr, Sifton ia not sanguine 
that a relief expedition such aa thia gov- 
ernment contemplates would get 
through. The Canadian government, 
with all the facilities in its possession, 
baa not yet been able to get in twenty- 
five tons of provisions despatched some 
time ago. He pictured in a ulooDiy \va> 
the immense dilHtuilliea in driving rein- 
deer through the narrow defiles and 
passes over the snow and ice. 

Mr. Sifton in bis talk with Secretary 
Clage also referred briefly to the ques- 
tion of duties on miners' supplies, but 
nothing significant was said on either 
side as far as could be learned. 

Mr, Sifton expected to have a confer- 
ence with Qea. Alger, secretary of war, 
this afternoon, bnt was nnable to do* ao 
on account of Gen. Alger'a physical con- 
dition. It ia barely possible thoujjh not 
probable, that the general will 
Lie able to have the conference 
to-morrow forenoon, t )tberwise Jlr. Sif- 
ton and AsBistatit Secretary ]Meiklejoiiii 
will have a conference on tho situation 
to-morrow alternoon. This, however, 
has not been tinally settled. If Secietary 
Blisa returns in lime to-morrow, there 
also will be a conference between him 
and the Canadian minister. The latter 
is also expected to discuss lhe<iueBtion 
further with Secretary Gage. 

To-night Mr. Sifton stated that he ex- 
pected to remain until Friday afternoon. 
Having been through the paaaea in tbe 
Alaskan country, though not iu the win- 
ter season, he says be does not thinlctbe 
snow falls would level up the passes lor 
the tranaportalion purpoeea that have 
been euugeatcd. The Mounted Police 
have been taking in relief supplies via 
Skacwav. It bus been stated in tbe 
c.ouise of conferences un the subject and 
they are building caches for the preser- 
vation of the gooils about 75 or 100 miles 
apart. 

Sir Julian rauncefote, tbe British 
am bassador, has sent an oflicial conj- 
iiiiinication lo tbe secretary of state, au- 
111 luu'.iiig that Llie Il'"itish gnvernmeiit 
-vill permit the detacbmeiit of the 
I'liited States army accoiiipuiiyirg llie 
government relief expedition to cross 
liritiwh territory in making the trip. 
The detachment will be accompanied hy 
repreaentativea of tbe Canadian govern- 
ment aa escort while passing through.

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WEY SUCH DELAY? 

I'.very day the Colonist is besieged 
with inquiries aa to what etepa tiie Ca 
nadian government is taking to secure a 
removal of the obstructionB thrown by 
the cnatom house oflicer at Dyea in the 
way of the entry of Cnnadian goods into 
tlie Yukon. Wo are told that arran^;e 
menta has'e been nuuie whereby United 
States Rooda may be carried through tho 
Canadian Yakon ander a system that 
will be convenient to miners destined for 
points in Alaska. These arranKomonts 
are such aa the Coi.oni.st has advocated 
and are perfectly fair. But it is a very 
much one-sided sort of reciprocity that 
grants this concesaion to people from 
the United States and leaves the transit 
of Canadian goods sabstantially blocked 
at Dyea. 

We have not been disposed to lind 
fault with tho government in the 
juises, for we have recognized that it 
takes time to bring even the si lu pleat ar 
rangoment into operation ; but patience 
ceaaes after a certain time to be a virtue 
and we think the time has come in thia 
instance. 

The people of Victoria, who were led 
to expect much by Hon. Mr. Sifton, and 
without regard to party lines gave him 
the [uUeat credit for his effort t-o acquire 
knowledge of the situation, are begin- 
ning to think that their interests are be' 
ing sacrificed, and not only their inter 
ests, but those of the rest of the pro 
vince. They cannot understand why it 
was poaeible for tlie United States to 
obtain a concegeion from Canada with- 
out a correaponding favor being obtained 
for Canadians. Thia is a matter that 
calls for immediate explanation. Vic 
toria has asked that an arrangement 
similar to that made for the carriaee of 
United States goods down the Yukon 
shall be made for the carriage of Can 
adian gooda across the little strip at the 
head of Lynn Canal in poaseeaion of the 
United .States. Tlie time to get such a 
concession from the United States was 
when the United States waa obtaining 
the favor referred to from Canada, If it 
was not obtained, the person having 
the negotiations in charge made a sin- 
gular mesa of tho buaineas. If it was 
obtained, why has the fact been kept 
secret? 

We would not like to be forced to the 
conclasion that the reason why the rec- 
ommendations of Victoria receive so 
little attention is that tlie city did not 
see fit to elect Liberals at the last e'ec 
tion ; but if that view of the caae obtains 
credence the government will have only 
itself to blame. We have not observed 
that the Times, whose manager haa been 
recognized by his party in a conapicuoua 
way, although thrice rejected by th 
people, has anything to say either iu 
explanation of tho government's delay 
or in advocacy of immediate action. If 
our Liberal representatives in thellouee 
of Commons have made themeelves 
heard on thia question they have man- 
aged to keep the fact a pretty close 
secret; and it would not be like them to 
do that if they had done anything worth 
tf Hint;. 

We have throughout this whole mat- 
ter carefully avoi led anything having 
the least resemblance to party politics, 
and do not wish to introduce party pol- 
itics into it now; but the time seen h tn 
have come when it is necessary to bring 
home to those who have charge of thia 
()ueHlion that there is a political aide 
to it. 



they will be able to prevent anything 
being accomplished that will be preju- 
dicial to them, and may bo able to avert 
difliciilty of any kind. We do not think 
that Germany will go very far in her 
pretensions. She is not in a position to 
do BO. She dare not weaken herself in 
Europe by undertaking to oppose the 
Buggestod triple alliance. She is hardly 
able to undertake extenaive operations 
against China alone. She has never yet 
engaged in operations beyond sea, and 
haa neither the experience nor the men 
necessary for such work. Moreover, her 
domestic conditions are not such aa war- 
rant her in taking the risk of embroiling 
the country in a war ao foreign to Ger- 
man inatincts in its objects and tbo 
manner in which it would have to be 
carried on. 

RuBsia, on the other hand, can under- 
take the occupation of Corea and North- 
ern China with eoiuo chance of eiiceeea, 
and some such step seems the logical 
conHecjuenco of her recent Oriental 
policy. Yet the Siberian railway ia not 
nearly finished, so that the transport of 
troops from Europe would be attended 
witli enorraoua risk, exponpe and delay 
It would have to be by land, for the Eea 
would be closed to her in the 
event of war with either Great Kritian 
or Japan. At the same time we can 
see no eiplanation of the course attri- 
buted to the Czar's government, if it is 
to go no further than it now has gone. 
We (.re at a great diaadvantage at this 
distance from the scene of operations in 
attempting to form any opinion, for the 
reason that it ia next to impossible to 
learn the facta. There Buoiiia, however, 
to bo ground for believing that Ruaaia 
contemplates a coup of some kind, and 
that Great Britian and Japan will unite 
in oppofcing it. 

Tho United States must surrender all 
pretensions to a position as a lirat class 
power if it stands idly hy while the 
Oriental problem is being worked out, 
and there now seems reason to suppose 
that it will not do so. Aa Senator Mor- 
gan aays, the Waahington government 
cannot afford to permit China to pass 
under the control of nations that will 
close it to American commerce. There 
would bo no posaihlo objection from a 
commercial standpoint to the occupation 
of the country by Great Britain, 
for that would mean the throw- 
ing open of the whole empire to all 
the world. It will not exacllj'flt in with 
the policy which Senator Morgan has 
hitherto advocated for the United .Stalea 
to co-operate with Great Britain, but it 
it a pretty sharp corner in diplomacy 
that a politician in that country cannot 
turn. Of courae the senator does not 
represent the administration. Ho ia a 
Democrat. At the aaino time what he 
eaya will meet with a response from the 
people, and the administration will have 
to heed it. The contemplated annexa- 
tion of Hawaii will be of no service, if 
China is to paes under the control of 
such powers aa Ciermany and Rusaia, 
which would proceed forthwith to erect 
around it a wall more diflicult to pene- 
trate than that which grew u)) during 
the long centuries of exciuaiveneES which 
lately closed. It will he a somewhat 
remarkable tiling if difliculties in the 
Orient should be the cause of a rap- 
prochment between the two great Eng- 
lish speaking nations. 



grace of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, the man- 
ager of the Times will have an oppor- 
tunity of urging the claims of Iho seal- 
ers to full justice from hia place in the 
senate.

REcii-BOCiTY negotiations have been 
resumed between the United States 
commissioner and Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote. It ia very interesting to note in 
thia connection that some of tho leading 
econornieta in tbo United States say that 
their fiscal system is about to break 
down. Tho McKinley tariff failed to 
produce sufficient revenue. The Demo- 
cratic tariff met tho same fate, and now 
the Dingloy tariff seems fated to be fer- 
tile in deticits. It ia claimid that the 
next presidential election will be run 
strictly upcm the linos of free trade luul 
protection and that free trade will win, 
Uitherto tho old soldier vote has been 
strongly protective, but the fact that 
^141,000,000 (not $104,000,000, aa the 
Colonist said the other day) goes in 
pensions is largely responsible for the 
deficits. The pensioners must get 
their money, and as it will be 
nroposed to raise it by an in- 
come tax, they will stand by the 
party advocating it. High protection 
and a huge surplus induced the grant- 
log of unprecedented pensions in the 
first instance. Then in their turn the 
pensions rendered high protection ne- 
ccEsary in order to secure a revenue. 
Then the pensions caused delicits, which 
no tariir can overcome. The next step 
will be for the pensions to cause an aban- 
donment of protection and a resort to 
direct taxation in thoahape of an income 
tax. Tliiia is the war of HBceRaion still a 
dominant factor in United States poli- 
tics. All thia haa a very great deal of 
interest to Canada, in view of the re- 
aumption of reciprocity negotiations. It 
may be mentioned that there has always 
been a strong party in the New England 
States favorable to reciprocity with us. 
The Southern States never look much 
intereat in the matter, and the Western 
States, being mostly settled by fnnners, 
wore easily perauaded that they ought to 
lend their influence towards keeping out 
Canadian products. Canada will be 
glad to make a fair trade with her neigh- 
bor, but there must be no discrimina- 
tion against Great Britain. 

The caution given by the Coi.oNi.sr to 
the Times last evening, in regard to the 
legal effect of the publication of matters 
calculated to aggravate a libel, was given 
in good faith, and with the hope that 
the somewhat freah peraon, who ia re- 
aponaiblo for tlie vagaries of our con- 
temporary's editorial matter, would 
keep from getting himself into needless 
trouble. It does not appear to have 
been appreciated, which shows that 
when certain people are concerned It ia 
always a waste of kindness to tender 
sensible advice.

Senator Morgan, of the LTnited States 
committee on foreign relations, hoa 
drawn the attention of the American 
people to the fact that their Interests in 
China are likely to be put in peril by the 
action of Germany and Russia. Every- 
body elae saw this long ago; but, with 
all their alleged shrewdnosa, it seema to 
reciuire something like a thunderbolt to 
make United States politicians reali/.e 
that they have any interests abroad to 
be protected. 

Great Britain, Japan and the United 
States have an identical concern in the 
Orient. Great Britain's intereat ia that 
there shall bo a fair field and no favor 
for tlie commerco of tho world, Jajian'a 
interest is that ehe flhall not be com- 
pletely overshadowed by European pow- 
ers, which would soon reduce her to the 
position of a dependency. The ^Tnited 
States wants the Oriental fie) , jpen to 
the enterprise of its people. In tho end 
tlieeo throe Interests are one, and will be 
best snrvod by united action between the 
three powers. 
If the three nations act in concert 



The Times is badly cornered over the 
sealing award. It ia between the devil 
and the deep sea.

Somebody is going to lose a quarter of a 
million dollars or bo in order that tins 
dispute with the United States may be 
amicably settled. We can see no reason 
why the whole lose should fall upon the 
sealers, liut believe the country ahonld 
bear it. I ndividiially, the poalera cannot 
make claims against the United States. 
They must look to their own govern- 
ment. That the award of the commis- 
alonera will bo repudiated by the Cana- 
dian government we do not imagine for 
a single moment. Neither does the 
Tinioa. So far as the international aspect 
of tho c lae goes, it ia ended. If it were 
not, thou wo might aa well aay fare- 
well to arbitration. The Canadian 
government will take the sum when it 
is paid over by the United Stateo. 
and proceed to settle with the sealers. 
When that time comes it will bo per- 
fectly proper for tho sealers to submit 
to the Canadian government their 
claims aa presented to the commisaion- 
ers and ask that they be recognized in 
full. All that the commiBslonors have 
decided ia aa to the amount which the 
United States government can bo pro- 
perly aeked to pay tho Canadian gov- 
ernment. They have not aaid how nnicli 
each sealer ought in fairnoaa to receive 
and we submit that when the settlement 
of this matter comes up it will be quite 
within tho right of the sealers to insist 
upon tho actual amount of loss sustained 
by them being paid, and if tho amount 
paid by the United Stateg ia not enlli- 
cient, then that tho Uominiou shall 
make up the deficiency. 

We again ask the Times to say if it is 
opposed to this view ql the case.

The Mayor remarked that when the 
business came up it had to ho attended 
to at once.

Tw o orjLthree [of [tbe^men who came 
down from the North on the Alki^hav- 
ing made the trip to Seattle in tha 
ahorteat time on record, are for a few 
dnya Kuesta at the DominioQ hotel in 
thia city, auionR them, Mr. Hurry II. 
Tromayne, of Winnipeg, who loft Daw- 
aon on November 27, _ In discuasinj,' the 
miners' strike and its probable outcome 
yesterday he gave it ita his opinion that 
the workmen will eventually bo forced 
to accept the $1 an hour wace. Indeed 
many have already settled tliemaelves to 
work for the winter at this basis, while 
a few claims are etlll paying? the old 
wages voluntarily. 

Tlie extremely mild weather for that 
eection of the world has materially pre- 
jiurueil operationa thus far this season, 
ua to Hoon as a hole was Bunk it filled 
with wafer and await had to be taken 
until it could be cleared. As a result of 
the decrease of waKCS, as well as the 
proepecta of a hard winter, Mr. Tre- 
mayne says fully GOO workers for wages 
will come throui^li to tlio Coast as soon aa 
possible. On Uie way down Treuiayne 
met and had a talk with Mr. Walsh, who 
waa preparinij to continue hia trip to 
Dawson aa soon aa hia fresh Bupplies 
readied him from Skagway. 

In a letter to his friend, George Kna- 
BoU, Tom McManua, of Dawson, but for- 
merly of this city, has the following to 
say of Victorians in the Klondyke and 
tlio iirospect of the camp generally: 
"Gilbert, Bush, Petticrew, Levy, liohn- 
sen, Conlin and Rendell have arrived, 
all well. Bush and liehnaen have taken 
a lay on Bonanza creek ; Conlin is work- 
ing for wages, bat most of the boys are 
not doing much. Gilbert is in the tin- 
ehoD. I have staked a claim on Moosd- 
hide creek, and I think it will prove 
good. The river is about frozen over 
and to-day it is 11 below zero, but a 
verv fine dav. Tlie waire c|UPHtion ia noi 
settled yet, but I think it will be $10 a 
day, inatead of $15. 

" There are quite a few Victoria boys 
in this camp — Stiotbolt, Seal)rook'B par- 
tv, Speetl, D.iiley, Kobb, Clyde, McNeill, 
Wiee, Spencer, Big Dan, Balcom, ami 
Richardson among them. They are at 
work building a cabin. The Victoria 
parties are all right — (inite comfortable 
aa far aa cabins are concerned, and pret- 
ty well fixed for grub. The food (luea- 
lion is quite a serious one, and 1 am 
afraid there will be no more steamers 
come np the river, as the ice has been 
running very thick during the past ten 
days. Quite a number took advantage 
of the A. C. Oo.'s offer of a free passage 
down to Fort Yukon on the last boat, 
but those who had any grub refused to 
go. 

" I think I will have enough to last 
me through tije winter ; but Jim Hun- 
ter, my cabin mate, ia short, and per- 
haps he will atart out on the first ice. A 
large numlier have alreaiiy gone up the 
river to bring in outlita in the spring, 
and (luito a few have loft for good. There 
will l)e a great nuinl)er of disappointed 
jieTple hen; hy spring; in fact there are 
now.

Tlierc 
wa:^ not a hoiiae in Dawson wlien 1 
arrived there in May — now there are 
hundreds of them. It id tlie most 
orderly minint; camp I ever saw."

Brooks from hia late partner Vaio, the 
same opinion i.s exjircHsed tliat tlie Klon- 
dyke has been greatly over-rati-d. -Mr. 
Vaio has got work on the lay on Hunker 
cteetc, and sent down a lew small nug- 
gets as his first winnings from the far- 
uiatant gold lielda.

latereating advices from both Jap.in 
and China, touching upon the Gennan 
plan of acquisition in the Orient and the 
relative action of the other J'^uropean 
powers, -were recieived yesterday upon 
the arrival of the Northern Paciflo 
Bteamabip Victoria, foarteen days from 
Yokohama. By these it is learned that 
an actual collision between German blue- 
jackets and Chinese infantry occurred 
on tlio Oth instant, Bome four milea 
from Kiaochow city, forty miles JiB- 
tant from the aeaport of the same natne. 
j The Chinese Boldiery formed the per- 
gonal bodyguard o( General Cluinj; 
Kuo-yueu, commaadaat of the forces at 
Kiao-choa, who was, at the time, on liia 
way to protest to the Cloriaan adtiiiral 
ai^aiiiBt the Beiziire ot Kiao-ctiou. He 
had been inHtructed from l'ekin<; to 
state that Oliiiin renardeiil tlio occupa- 
tion of I'viao-ctiou as uiijuBtiliahle and 
contrary tl) international law; that she 
would never couBent to the CiermanB re- 
riiainini; on her ten itory ; and that elie 
would renard as 1111 inilrieniily act thu 
recojjuitiou hy the Treaty Towers of any 
annexation of territory by tierinuny 
without China's aciiuieBcence. 

The aturt hud hardly been made when 
the advancinir party of German blue- 
j.icket8 was met, and the foreigners tired 
three ed'ective volluya at the command- 
ant's bodyguard, four of whom wore 
killed. General Chang was forthwith 
made prieoner and taken on board thu 
German llagship, where he still remaiiie, 
beini: refused permiasion even to senci 
dispatches' to bis catnp at VVanch-'nn, 
eight miles from Klao-chou City. | 
The imprisonmentof the commanuniit 
ia taken at Pekinu to be tantamount to 
a declaration by Germany that the will 
press her claiiiia to territory to the ut- 
iiioat limit, even al the risk of further 
and iiiiiiiediato coinplicatioiia. With 
reference lo the pro^jress of tie^otialions 
between the German minister and the 
resident (;overiiiiieiit, a despatch from 
I'eki nt;, diittd Deceiuh.'ir 11!, fa.iyt : 

"It Beenid liiat the former will not be 
BBtislied without obtainin),' poaaesaidn of 
a port in China in any case. The Rub- 
sian, French ami J'"ni:liah ministers are 
unileretood to be about to act i iintly in 
objection to the possession oi Kiao-chov 
hy the tiermans. It ia now believed 
that Germany will prob.tbly have to he 
content with a port in Southern China. 
Tlie possesBion of Kiao-chou is hardly 
e^cpectedto become permanent at thid 
lime." 

On the same date a report was tjurrenl 
that the Geriiiaiia bad taken posaeasion 
nt KirtO-chuu city, and that ISntieh \sar- 
shipa have seized IvDiiioii, in the Uaiiloii 
district, and landed there a nuniber of 
bluejackets. This repurl had nut been 
conlirnied aa yel when the Victoria 
sailed. In Tientsin il is understood that 
the net^otiatious between China and 
(ierinaiiy with reference lo the ICiao- 
cliou uH'air will probably reeiill in the 
arbilralioii ot lliiasia and in the perina- 
nenl poseeBsioii of the port oi .Sliauijshii, 
in Fokien, hy (ienniiny. 

" It is reported," says the Cliina Giir.- 
otte of Is'oveinber 2(i, "that aa soon as 
the teleKruiii announcing the harried re- 
treat of the CliineBe braves from Kiao- 
chou forts and the unoppoeed lundiug 
ol the German bluejackets, Li Ping- 
heni;, the fcoveroor, who had not taken 
his (leparinre from Tai-nau-iu, tele- 
graphed to the Tsung-li Yamen 
for instruetions. askinc; permission to 
aend a lar^je iiiuuber ol Boldiers to sur- 
roiind the Lieriuana, recapture the forts, 
a-ui piiiiiflh the ^jeneral, Ctian>; Kao- 
yiien, for liia cowardice and inconi- 
prlence in surrenelerinn the forta willi- 
oul lirini; a Rliot. l,i waa evidently in a 
very e.Kciled state, ami Tei-non-fn was in 
a w ild Htate of excileinent, orders heinfj 
iiii; sent in ail directions to the provin- 
cial camps ami mamlarina. Hal on thu 
ITlii met. an iiiiperial order waa re- 
ceived eiij liiiiiitr Li to curb hi:; ardor, 
ami at In- [leril lo take no Bteps anaiiis;. 
the (iermauH wi thout explicit conimainl-* 
from rekinjr. He »'ua lurlher ordered 
lo endeavor by every iiieanB in hia i 
power to eel tie this eeiious husiiiesa 
aiiiictably, and lo yield lo all just de- 
mands of the German admiral. This 
afternoon a summary of the German de- 
mands preferred in Pekins; by their able 
minister. Baron von Heykiiitr, reached 
us. They are stiff; indeed, almost iiii- 
lioHsililc, and we do not wunder at Ihe 
Ciiiiiesi' iro'i'erii iiieii t lie-i m tl iil; before 
acceptiii;.; tliem.

There has been a double ebipping dis- 
aster in Northern British Columbia 
waters during recent weeka that has not 
as yet beea chronicled. Not more than 
lour miles from where the steamer Santa 
Oruz piled up on tbe rocks tbe well 
knowa steamer Goqaltlam came to griei 
on or about the 18th iast. The cewa of 
this accident was broDghtdown from tbe 
North by the steamer Barbara Bosco- 
witz, arriving at 9 o'clock yesterday 
morning, but it is probable that the 
Coiiuitlain herself will be here in a day 
or 80 to give farther evidence of tbe 
report. 

She struck just two miles this side ol 
Bella Bella, bat how she came to go 
ashore the members of tbe Boecowilz 
crew were not advised. They eay she 
floated off at high tide and that she Las 
a laree hole in herforward compartment. 
The Coquitlam, which belongs to Van- 
couver, is an all steel vessel ami it la no 
doubt due to the fact that she tiaa water 
tight compartments in her that she es- 
caped, Judging from the reports of 
rough weatljer whicli the Boacowitz 
brings she will make slow progroaa on 
lier down trip. In crossing Queen Char- 
lotte's Sound tlio Boecowitz had about 
as much of the elements to contend 
with aa ehe could well overcome 
aud it was not until she had 
made her second attempt at the voyace 
that ahe succeeded in getting through. 
On Christmas she was compelled to put 
back to Takush harbor and there spent 
the day. On her homeward run ahe 
picked up two conaignments of dogs, 
numbering in all seventeen; some furs, 
a shipment of two tons or more of dried 
salmon for dog meat, some miscellaneous 
freight and two passeneere — Misa Steven- 
eon and Mr. Swansoe. The doga are 
medium sized brntes and should make 
serviceable sled drawers. 

A BTE.VMIIOAT CO.VI.ITION-, 

The Osaka Aaahi, translated by the 
Kobe Chronicle, says the Pacific Mail, 
Occidental and Oriental, aud Toyo 
Steamship Companies, have signed an 
agreement for a combined service be- 
tween Japan and San Francieco. The 
companies will run nine steamers in all, 
dispatching them at intervals of every 
seven or eight days. The vessels will 
call at Honolulu both on the outward 
and homeward voyage. 

WKATIIKKKU TIIK STORM. 

The atpam freighter J. C. Card, which 
left ti;e Fraeer river on the 15th inatiint, 
arrived here with her cargo of produce 
for the Brackman A Ker Company at 
noon yesterday. Her long delay was, 



due to the stormy weather, which necee- 
sitated short runa from one point of 
eholter to another, Mud bay and James 
island, and last of all Cadboro bay be- 
ing visited for relief from the gale. 
Slight mishaps to the machinery further 
int&rlered with the steamer's move-, 
ments, and will necessitate her going 
into the hands of the boiler workers 
during her stay in port. 

A CKlrrLED LU.MUKU-CARUIER. 

A despatch of yesterday from the sig- 
nal station at Tatocah Island announced 
that the tug Sea Lion had passed that 
point at 3 :30, having in tow a disman- 
tled and badly crippled lumber laden 
bark, which on deck aa well as aloft 
showed unmistakably that she had been 
throiigli very rough weather. The tug 
and her captive were heading in the 
direction of Port Townsend. The City 
of Puebla, arriving here at 1 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon, had also seen the dis- 
abled lumber vessel, which was at that 
time on tbe rocks about five miles from 
Cape Flattery, Signals were made but 
no reaponae obtained from the apparently 
abandoned craft. On account of the high 
sea running at the time it waa found im- 
possible to lower a boat to investigate. 
The San FrandBco and Victoria liner 
accordingly proceeded on her way to this 
port, ami about three milea to the north 
ol the Cape spoke the Sea Lion and 
passed her word of tiia wreck. 

FIIOJI THE CLEVJJI.AXD WIlIiCK. 

Having since Thursday laat been 
stormbound nortli of Cape Beale, and 
liaving during that time had no com- 
munication whatever with the wreck, 
tliu steamer ISfaudo, Capt Brown, arriv- 
ing from tho West Coaet late last even- 
ing, l)rouglit very little later news from 
the Cleveland tlnin did the V/illapa, 
in port several daya ago. She 
brousht in the neighborhood of 
100 tone of the distressed veEeel'a cargo, 
inclading over 100 barrels of liquors of 
different kinds, tbe whole being under 
bond and in charge of a cnatoms' repre- 
sentative, The day after the Maude left 
the wreck preparations had been made 
to float the Cleveland and tow 
hor to a beach near by. The 
holes in her bottom had been 
pretty well ])atched up, kedgo anchors 
wore out astern, and to these latter large 
steel hawsers wore attached, connected 
with the wreck and then to the power- 
ful Bteam winch of the tug Czar. Tnder 
favorable circuaiBtancea Capt. Brown be- 
lieves this plan of getting the ship oil" 
the rocka would have been succesatui, 
but with such weather prevailing aa 
was experienced after starting for 
home, the feat would be futile. Capt. 
Brown says there has been a great deal 
ai very bad weather on the Coast of late 
and the wind and seas have been from 
the right quarter to play havoc with the 
wreck. He observed also that there waa 
large quantities of lumber afloat off Cape 
Beale, which possibly came from the 
lumber laden bark that got aahore south 
of the cape. The Maiuio made a run up 
to Alberui on Tuesday and although 
bearing there that the Czar was in port 
to replenish provisions heard nothing 
from the Cleveland.

THE TAX SALE IS OFF. 

A Little Legal Difficulty Prevents the City 
Treasurer Holding His Annual 
Auction. 

The annual city tax sale, which was 
to have been held yesterday, did not 
come off, and people who had hoped to 
pick up bargains in lots aa cneap pre- 
sents for their friends or themselves at 
New Year'a were, accordingly, disap- 
pointed. The postponement, " sine 
di 3," to UEO the classic phrase, was, aa 
the mayor explained to the aldermen at 
the council meeting in the morning, 
" because of certain legal difficulties 
that have arisen." 

The custom has hitherto been to wait 
until property is three years in arrears 
for taxes, and then to aell it for the taxes 
due for tbe first of the three years, 
afterwards assessing the purchaser from 
the city for the taxes for the interven- 
ing years. 

Last year, by an amendment made to 
the Municipal Glauses Act, it appears 
that the section relating to tax sales was 
made to read to the efl'ect that after pro- 
perty has been in arrears for more than 
two yeara it may be aold for taxea, but 
it muBt bo for all the taxes due up to 
date. This point came up only a abort 
time ago when, on behalf of Mrs. Jamie- 
son, Mr. Herbert E. A. Robertaon appli- 
ed for an injunction to prevent the aale 
of certain property she had bought at 
tax sale in 1S06 for tho taxes due in 189-!. 

Mrs. Janiieaon claimed that having 
secured her deed from the city ahe waa 
not liable for the taxoa between 1891 and 
the time when alio purchased and so- 
cured her deed from the city. 

Thia injunction has been argued be- 
fore the chief juatice and judgment 
reserved ; Mr. W. J. Taylor appearirg 
for tho city and Mr. Robertson for Mrs. 
Jamieeou. 

Apparently in any case another tax 
sale by-law will have to be passed, and 
the overdue taxes charged up to the date 
of the by-law's passing when the sale 
takes place; thounh of course, previoua 
to the sale delinquents may keep their 
property out of the forced sale by paying 
enough of the overdue taxes to prevent 
tho sum still due exceeding two years' 
taxes.
